inch guns, only seven of these can 
be used In broadside fire, thus giving 
us one more gun in 
broadside 
fire 


•than England has on Its largest jshlp. 


"I have been gratified to learn us 


a result of attending the wireless tel- 
egraphy conference In Berlin that we 
also still lead In this science. 
The 


news 'that lias just reached me of a 
new record for land messages from 
Pcnsacola to Point Lome, on the Pa- 
cific Coast, J.7G8 miles, shows 
that 


we are maintaining our supremacy. 
That was the first wireless message 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific over- 
land. 
My observations abroad eon- 


llrm 'the belief that the spark system 
of, wireless telegraphy, which we use, 
has advantages over tho Paulsen r.ys- 
torn. 
In the Paulson system, used 


largely abroad, the current. Is said to 
bo continuous, but Is not of 
a 
fre- 


quency of oscillation as 
great 
as 


700,000 per second. Some of the ex- 
perts >we mot abroad hold that the 
Paulson system will ultimately dis- 
place the spark system, because in 
some cases the spark must 
travel 


2,300 miles to complete the circuit. 
This Is a much greater distance than 
I! has ever attained. 


"I And we can still give foreigners 


points on cable construction. 
We 


are even ahead of the shipyards of 
Scotland, where I carefully examined 
the strands of cable and the methods 
of weaving. 
I nlso am 
convinced 


that the principle of gyroscope, as 
employed In the Ho well torpedo, is 
correct. 


"Of 'IHe various naval yards :;nd 


nrmamcnt worka I have visited,

believe none surpasses the establish-

station nearly 1,000 feet, above earth. 


From the top of the- Eiffel tower 


on a clear day one can see about 85 
miles. 
At night a searchlight from 


this eminence stabs the surrounding 
darkness. 


At its base this wonderful 
tower 


covers nearly two and a half acres 
of ground. 
Us lower section consists 


o[ four built-up iron columns, each of 
which consists of four smaller col- 
umns, resting on masonry piers. 


Springing gracefully ' upward, 
the 


four main columns curve toward each 
other until, 620 feet above tho sur- 
face, they join In a 
single 
column. 


Above this tho longer needle of the 
tower risos of>4 feet higher. 


At 159 feet, at 3SO feet ami again 


at SOG feet, there are platforms which 
are reached by elevators, as well as 
by stairs. 


From the highest platform n wind- 


Ing stairway cllmba to the very pin- 
nacle'of the structure, but this part 
has never bean open to tbe public. 


When these different platforms are 


converted 
Into airship stations, the 


French will, indeed, posses?, a novelty 
of which they may be proud. 


\Vhen tho 
French 
complete 
the 


equipment of" the Eiffel tower as the 
eye and !>ral:i cf their military opera- 
tions, they will doubtless have some 
startling Innovation to present. 
v Upon a pc-iico footing the French 
avtuy consists of about 650,000 men; 
tho total war strength of tho nation Is 


figured at something over 4,600,000., 


Were .the armies of France to in-1 


vade Germany, England or Italy, they 
could.be directed by the Eiffel tower 
station far i:)to those countries—to 
the capitals of England and Germany, 
did they succeed in getting'that far. 


But if the main- duty were defense 


of the republic's home territory, the 
wireless service would 'probably 
bo 


even better, us more or less perma- 
nent stations could be erected along 
the line of frontier lortifications from 
which to communicate with Eiffel. 


jWhen the new frontier 
line 
was 


drawn by Germany after the war of 
1S70, it WHS EO arranged that all the 
strongest petitions should fall on the 
German siilo of the line. 
France's 


first line of defense stands back from, 
the frontier, at Verdun, Ton], Belfort 
and Besancon. 


The defenses of Paris are 50 miles 


away from the city, extending around 
it' in. a' circle'of fortifications so that 
an invading -army—the. Germans, for 
example—even after overcoming the 
first, lino of defense would have, to 
break through this inner ring. 


Fc-r that reason there will never be 


another siego of Paris in the same 
sense aS tho 
last one. Should an 


enemy get past the 50-mile chain of 
forts there would be no other obstacle 
in marching upon the city. 


Here, then, is the necessity for a 


Vigilant v/ar eye at the capital over- 
looking all the military area within 
the frontiers. 


The army corps at Nancy would ••un- 


doubtedly .bear, the first shock of 
a 


German .advance; every turn of the 
tide of conflict must 
be 
known 
at 


once to Paris, so that the other corps 
could be promptly moved like men. on 
a chessboard/^ 


In a similar way the fleets under 


the tri-color could be moved. France's 
great navy would be cemented into a 
mobile and effective whole. 
She has 


in active service 557 fighting ships 
of all kin;', a and 257 other vessels.

ODD YARNS OF THE 


BORDER DAYS 


Hob Thorp, of San Antonio, Tex., is 


one of the few surviving stage drivers 
of the early days. 
He is a native of 


Columbia, Doone county, Missouri, and 
for several years drove a mail hack 
between Columbia and Jefferson City. 
In relating ; his experiences recently, 
Mr.'Thorp said: 


''The first regular four and six-horse 


stage that 1 drove ran from Columbia 
to Providence on the Missouri .river. 
This, was In 1SGS and 
1SD9. 
I next 


drove in Arkansas, from Pine Bluff to 
Napoleon. .Prom there I returned to 
Missouri and drove next from'Colum- 
bia to Centralla, l-Iimtsville and Glas- 
gow. 
This was during the civil war 


and' iii the time of the Jayhawkers. 


"On one occasion just as I reached 


the. place the James and Anderson 
crowd captured a train, killing 14 of 
the soldiers having charge of it. They 
ran the train off some distance anil 
robbed the passengers. There were 50 
of the gang. 
They went into cam:) 


near the place to which they took the 
train. 
One hundred and fifty milithi- 


r.ien were sent to capture them. The 
militia did not effect their capture. On 
the contrary, 8G of the militia were 
buried iii a single grave. 


"Next I drove for Barton & Sander- 


son from 1SUS to 1S70, from Fort Scott 
to Kansas City. I also drove ahead of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway 
when: it was being constructed in the 
70s, driving ahead of its terminus un- 
til It reached Sherman, Tex. 


"Was I ever held up? Yes, more 


than a uczc-n tiines. 1 was more fra- 
juentiy held up by the James and 
Anderson gangs than by any others. I 
ivas never molested personally. 
The 


.•qbbers ahvayo took the valuables of 
the passengers and the registered mail 
and rilled tho express. , Sometimes the 
Tayhawkers would also rob me of my 
horses, leaving the stage standing lone- 
some in the mid die of the road. 


"Once when the Jayhawkers held no 


ip their leader, who was named Ander- 
son, went through the express bundles.
